ON PRICE MARK BILL. 


SAY LABOR UNREST AND IN-

letter from A. H. Geuting, presi- 
dent of the. National Shoe Dealers’ 
Association, to Isaac Siegel at Wash- 
ington, father of the Siege! bill, 
which, if adopted, would make it 
obligatory to stamp wholesale prices 
upon retail merchandise. 

Mr. Geuting states that articles in 
hewspapers purporting to from. 
individual buyers, claim that shoes 
have been Sought by dealers for $4 
and sold for $24, but when these 
statements were traced down, no 
author could be found. He further 
States that prior to the war, the- 
conditions among retail shoe mer- 
chants were so bad that 75 per cent. 
of them could not settle up at 100 
cents on the dollar, and only after 
a great deal of education were re- 
tailers able to bring their net prof- 
ite from 5 te 6 per cent. 

The overhead expenses 
Stores, it is claimed average about 
30 per cent, which means that to 
merchandise a shoe at $10, which 
costs the retailer $7, would put him 
into bankruptcy. Shoe retailers say 
the unsettled conditions, constaht 
labor troubles, inereasing cost of 
labor, shorter hours and curtailment 
of production combined to create 
the present trouble in the shoe 
business.

As to the abstract 
right of employees to astrike— 
that is, to leave employment not 
to their Hking—it is not denier, 
except as it is in violation of a 
contract, o¢ is accompanied ‘by 
violence or other forms of law- 
leaesness. It may be conceded— 
elithough the courts have fre- 
quently held the boycctt to be 
iilegal—that men may voluntarily 
and peacefully refrain, either .n- 
dividually: or celiectively, 
patronizing any certain individ- 
val or establishment. Fut there 
ean be no exc.@+ or 
justification for the use of vio- 
lence or of coercion in any form 
to bolster up either a strike or a 
boycott. The moment coercion is 
used—either to compel men to 
quit work, to prevent their a-- 
cepting work, or to force mon to 
refrain from patronizing an ob- 
jectionable estab.ishment—that 
moment the law is viclated, a 
eonspiracy is formed. rights are 
overstepped, other righte are in- 
vaded and palpable wrong is 
done. 

“The use of the<- «vil agencies 
in any cause is bu : gh in it- 
self: but when the: ..« used for 
the accomplishment of a narrow 
and selfish purpose—for the bene- 
fit of a few at the expense of the 
many—is it not the very acme of 
absurdity and anwarranted pre- 
tense to set up the claim that 
they are employed on behalf of 
the true and genuine cause of 
labor? 

“It may be said—and it often 
fe said by Mr. Gompers, his de- 
fenders and apologistse—that or- 
ganized unionism is not respon- 
for the rioting, the bilood- 
ahed ‘(and often murder) that 
are almost invariably concomi- 
tants of strikes when any consid- 
erable number of workers are 
involved. To deny this respon- 
eibilitv, in the abstract. as 
absurd as it is useless, for nobody 
will credit the denial. Not all 
etrikers become rioters, it is true. 
But strikers. as the persons 
chiefly concerned, are almost in- 
variably unionists, and are usually 
the instigators or leaders of the 
disorder. The pleasant fiction 
that the rioting is all done by 
‘sympathizers’ is no longer cred- 


proved. 
“The financial losses entailed 


by strikes and boycotts upon the 
strikers and Lovecotters themeelves 
are 80 enormous as to offset any 
possible wage-gain or other ad- 
vantage which they may secure 
by such methods. So common 
have strikes become. that a large 
proportion of the reduced wages 
received by union workmen are 
paid out in contributions, volun- 
tarv or tyvoluntary, to. strike 
funds. This drain upon the union 
workman's resources is almost 
constant—-for strikes or boy- 
eotts are in progress almost con- 
stantly in some part of the coun- 
trv. The heavy losses to emnplov- 
ere and to the community at 
large, the outrageous crimes that 
are committed, the sufferings and 
deprivations entailed upon the 
families of those encaced in these 
hurtful and needless conflicts— 
these and unnumbered other 
evila that flow from strikes and 
borcotts many times offset any 
possible gain to strikers, 
even if thev always succeeded in 
enforcing their demands. which 
thev fail to do oftener than they 
succeed in doing. : 

“And the pitv of it all—the 
folly of it all—is that these many 
evils, a few only of which we 
have enumerated, are avoidable,

Food-Price Investigator Says Plants Help 
to Keep Prices High. 


plants here by produce men is one 
factor in high food prices, accord- 
ing to a report made yesterday by 
an investigator from the City 
Presecutor's office. He reported that 
the produce men are more fros- 
perous than they have ever deen 
and that one concern.earned a profit 
of $125,000 on a capital of $250.- 
900. The investigator also stated 
that prices were likely to go higher. 
Some of the commodities he priced, 
he said, were controlled by the Co- 
opervative Growers’ Association, 
headed by State Market Commis- 
sioner Weinstock. 

The investigator's report was filed 
with the prosecutor to be presented 
to the City Council tomorrow. 
Various documents bearing on the 
investigation of the high price of 
food products are to be submitted. 

The investigator's report shows 
that lettuce sold six months ago for 
76 cents a crate of four and a half 
dozen heads, and that it is now 
wholesaling for $2.75 per crate. 
Produce men are paying $4 a crate 
for white and yellow onions an 
are selling them to the stores at $5 
per crate. Potatoes cost the mer- 
chant $3 a crate and sell to the 
stores for $4. Apples are selling at 
$1.35 a box.

Women to Start Campaign to 
Aid Suffering Children. 


Part of Monthly Contribution | 


is Pledged Here Already. 


Committee Arranges for “Tag 
Day” in City this Month. 


With the return of Mrs. Wil- 
loughby Rodman from her tour of 
the Orient, the Los Angeles branch 
of the Serbian Relief Committee is 
planning an active campaign for 
funds. Mrs. Rodman is a member 
of the executive board of the Cali- 
fornia Committee for Relief in Ser- 
bia, of which Dr. Ray Lyman Wil- 
bur, president of Stanford ‘Univer- 
sity, is chairman. 

This committee decided to use the 


year, from July 1, 1919, to July 1, 
1920, for the relief of Serbia. Mrs. 
Rodman has called together a large 
group of prominent society, club and 
business women for a concerted ef-

PICKING UP DIAMONDS © 
DOWN IN. ARKANSAS. 


The largest diamond ever found in 
the United States was picked up last 
year in Pike county, Arkansas, It 
weighed ne&rly eighteen carats. 

There is a real diamond field in 
that locality, though its area is less 
than one-half mile square. It is the 
only spot in this country where the 
carbon crystals have been found “in 
place’’—i. e., lying where they were 
originally formed. 

Diamonds are a volcanic product 
and in Pike county there happens to 
be a small outcrop of lava rock, evi- 
dently ejected as a quiet liquid flow 

m a vent there anciently located. 
At the surface it is to sdéme extent 
disintegrated, | 

In August, 1906, a prospector 
named John Huddleston, looking for 
copper and lead ores, came across 
a white crystal of four and one-half 
carats, which he recognized as a 
diamond.

ALL AMERICAN. 
Fads of A ppearance not Part 
of His Make-up. 


Thinks Rag Tempos Have 
Place in Composing. 


Feels Kinship with the French 
and Russians. 


BY JEANNE REDMAN. 

That the American musician wil] 
be a person inconspicuously clothed, 
close-cropped and well-fed, is a fact 
as obvious as it is to be commend- 
ed. Of course, there are a few 
foreign examples — Fritz Kreisler, 
Joseph Hoffman and Rudolph Ganz, 
but for the most part the foreign- 
ers remain fanatical about their ap- 
pearance. 

Of the admiraljy simple Amert- 
can variety, Albert Spalding, violin- 
ist and composer, is a cheering ex- 
ponent. He is what might be called 
mn well-balancea musician, if such @ 
term were not, In itself, a paradox. 
There will be those of us who will, 
for some time yet, suspect the mu- 
sical abilities of a young man 
whose integuments are conventional, 
but Spalding is a refutation to the 
most prejudiced. He plays not 
only with an exceptionally fine tech- 
nique, but also he plays as feeling- 
ly and as musically as though he 

which Aubrey 
to draw. of 


rather novel. The American artist 
is still too novel a person, histori- 
cally speaking, not to have unusual 
views. 

“I differentiate men of genius in 
music from those who have created 
the greatest music,” he said. ““‘These 
latter are also great geniuses, but 
they are not as purely mathematical 
as the former. Take Korngold, for 
instance. He ts undoubtedly a great 
genius, but he writes music which 
is hideous because it ig tvo purely 
intellectual.” 

“Whom do you consider the 
greatest men of modern tendencies 


Mr. Spalding hesitated. “To 
anewer a question like that is dan- 
gerous. it is like rushing to have 
your musical compositions printed— 
easy enough -to get into, but im- 
possiLie to get out of. However, 
{ think I can state that among the 


Lorenzo Perosi, director of the mu- 
sic of the Sistine Chapel, is the best 
of the Italians, just as Ravel is per- 
the leader of the French 
school. But on second thought, 
Vincent @’Indy also is a great man. 
Neither one of these, however, has 
the supreme genius of Cesar Franck, 
He was the greatest of the French, 
and withal I have not forgotten 
Saint-Saens. Sir Edward Elgar is 
the head of the English school.” 

“In your own compositions do you 
use any of the Miome of moders- 

“Well, I sup one is subcon- 
sciously influenced those men one 
likes the most, but I cannot say 
that I have ever traced a specific 
influence in my own work to any 
one particular modern. I am tem- 
peramentally akin to the French and 
the Russians more than to any 
others, and I suppose my music 
bears witness to this feeling.” 

Among other works Mr. 
has writeen a large suite for plano 
and violin. He has also composed 
a sonata, which makes 
negro songs and plantation 
melodies. In this work he has in- 
duiged one of his pet ideas by de- 
veloping the syncopated tempo that 
ts generally attributed to negro 

THD RAGTIME TEMPO. 

“There i#@ a greater chance for 
this kind of handling in America 
than anywhere else in the world, 
and it is surprising to me that with 
all the other evolutions which music 
is passing through at the present 
time, this rhythmic novelty has not 
had more stress laid upon it,” he 
continued. 

“There is som 20 06 direct 
aboutethis ragtime and jazz tempo 
that the desire I felt on leaving the 
Italian front for a greater direct- 
ness of on is somewhat 


the impression that I.am fond of 
jazz music—it is too blatant and is 
carried too far to be music at all. 
To enjoy it one must divorce its 
tempo from the actual sound itself 
and listen to it as one would to a 
percussion instrument.” 

“Did your active service in the 
war make any difference in your 
eutiook on the musical compositions 

you liked before you enlisted?” 

“T can’t say that it did, except 
rin so far as it gave me a certain 
distaste for purely ornamental 
phrases which are of no real tm- 
portance to a work of art.” 

In Mr. Spalding we may put great 
hopes. even as he does himself, for 
significant musical composition Ly 
our own countrymen. AS he says, 
the talent of the virtuoso fs an en- 
tirely different talent from that 
of the composer, but in Spalding we 
have a combination of these two tal- 
ents, which will carry him high. 
His knowledge of musical form and 
his highly intelligent outlook on the 

bilities of utilising modern 
means, proclaim him to be wide 
awake, not only to the great com- 
positions of the past, but the pres- 
ent-day needs for greater intensity 
in art expression as well. 

“The time will come when the 
virtuoso, who is, in a way, as neces- 
sary as the composer, because he 
makes the composer live again, will 
go for ensemble music. Just as 
the @ Chapel represents Miche] 
Angelo'’s greatest achievement, be- 
cause of ite enormous ensemble ef- 
fet, eo does the orchestra represent 
the stpreme height of music.”

Life and the getting of a living 
may have been the proper ends of 
our private cducation heretofore;

Our present schoo] concepts are 
as inadequate as are our present 
school appropriations and  pro- 
grammes. We must reconceive the 
nation’s educational needs; we must 
do it as vigorously, as generously, 
and as universally as we lately con- 
ceived her military needs; and we 
taust create an educational machin- 
ery as effective as she military ma- 
chinery to meet the needs.

WRITE OPERA 
‘AS PASTIME. 


One Masterpiece Rule for 
Old-time Composers. 


Few Successful When They 
Attempt to Repeat, 


Wagner and Jules Massenet 
are Exceptions. 


BY EDWIN SCHALLERT. 


Have you ever scanned the op- 
eratic arena and beheld how many 
composers from time itmmemortial 
have lived on the merits of but a 
‘single work? Have you ever, in 
addition. studied the psychology of 
this peculiar trait among the aspi- 
rants to the smiles of the goddess 


of footlight music? Have you rec- 
omnized how many slaves this tyran- 
nical deity has and how few mas- 
tere—how manv she has made to 
give their all. and to how few she 
has really bowed in submission? 
Yon may. of course, name Wagner 
aS an exception, vou may cite Jules 
Massenet; you may even mention 
Giacomo Puccini, and refer in glow- 
ing terms to Verdi, and perhaps even 
to Mozart with his holy trinity of 
pearls as arguments to prove that 
the luring Venus of the stage suc- 
cess is not a rapacious harpy, but— 
how many in contrast are the com- 
posers who have spent themselves 
im a single effort of winning her 
nod of approval? Look your 
Leoncavallos, your Mascagnis, your 
Charpentiers, your D’Alberts and a 
host of lesser lights who are known 
by only a single work. Even old 
Rossini hardly Mves but for his 
“Barber of Seville,” Donizetti may 
get an occasional performance of 
“Favorita” or “Don Pasquale,” but 
“Lucia” is the only one that stays 
after 
mn, has only his “Leonore,” and 
that’ for him was enough; he saw 
the meretricious attitude of the 
siren of scenery and song, and lost 
no time in taking a brusque de- 
parture after a single visit to her 
glamorous palace. Others have es- 
sayed to remain, but have broken 
themselves on the whee] of misfor- 
tune at a single turn, or have be- 
come futile and impotent in their 
art 


How sad a spectacle does that 
poet of the midnight splendors of 
Paris, Charpentier, present in his 
second attempt at a supernal de- 
hbauch in the realm of lyric fantasy.

A CURIOUS SUCCUMBING. 

| There is nothing more curious in 
the realm of music than this apparent 
umlLing of the operatic compos- 
erse—after a Buccess. 8a 
many of them have seemed to write 
themselves out with a single stroke 
of the pen. They may have stowed 
“away another score; it may ever 
have enjoyed a performance, yet 
with almost miethanical certainty 
one success has meant naught but 
failures preceding and following. 
Success on the-—stage is like ne 
other success in the world. It is 
the most ephemeral. 
Fame comes a night, and van- 
ishes with the ys Beethoven saw 
this and stuck to his symphonies. 
Chopin realized it, no doubt, or else 
felt too weak to attempt the ordeal! 
and remainéd at the piano. Bach 
had his head high in the mountains 


contrapuntal harmony, and never 


came down long enough to find out 
what was going on in the realm of

But this about ends the list of 

who have successfully wooed 
and won for more than the day— 
the others have either been ‘thrust 
like foolish prophets forth,” their 
words too scattered to scorn, and 
their mouths stopped with dust—or 
they have wisely turned to other 
forms of composition after a single 
debauch in the hybrid art—for, ex- 
cept for a few unusual master- 
Pieces, opera does and always will 
remain, at best, a doubtfully-success- 
ful marriage of words and music, 
With the scenery as the dangerous 
angle of the triangle. 

Stage success, of course, possesses 
that rarest of all things—a super- 
heated glamour. Many composers 
have fallen victim to the giddy tri- 
umph of having their works ac- 
claimed, as masterful—to feeling the 
triple thrill of enjoying their own 
music, itg representation in word 
and song, and the enthusiasm which/| 
is never equalled by auaht ontslde 
the operahouse. Aside from thene 
reason, there are few musical lumn- 
inartes who have the capacity or the 
actual strength/to produce two works 
requiring the labor entailed by an 
opera. Remember how Wagner 
labored over his scores for years. 
He gave his time to hardly any- 
thing else, and he had about him 
such a coterie of great musicians to 
aid. as never gathered sdout anv 
other composer. 

Then there is ever the questiof of 
the liberetto, which Wasner again 
succeeded in solving satisfactorily. 
Charpentier had the good fortune té 
write his own for “Louise.” #9 had 
Leoncavallio for “t Pagliacci.” Mas- 
genet achieved great things with 
librettos, written by others, but how 
many times has it not happened that 
the ¢omposer of the music has failed 
because the writer did not sense 
what he wanted, or because, he, the 
musician, did not sufficiently under- 
stand literary values. 

So. in the main, it must be con- 
cluded that opera-making is really 
a pastime for any great comporer, 
unless he can dominate his music 
entirely. The straight and narrow 
of true forms is simpler to follow; 
it may he less of an experience, but 
the chances are greater of arriving 
at eminence, which endures.

In speaking of the “Reds,” Ensign 
Moore. said yesterday, ‘““Thev should 
be deported.

Football en- 
thusiasts hardly dared hope for this 
in their wildest forays of imagina- 
tion. Truly it is a name te conjure 
with, this Crimson of the conserva- 
tive East. 

Harvard, ‘Yale and Princeton, 
while no longer supreme in foeot- 
ball, are still in popular imagina- 
tion the giants of the gridiron. For 
several decades they held almost 
undisputed sway. It was there that 
the game developed, and from these 
institutions it spread to the farther- 
most corners of the continent. But 
while the triumvirate no longer 
wields its scepter with the ab- 
solutism of former days, its prestige 
has been perpetuated in the public 
mind. And'’while from time to time 
the exclusive reservation of the 
triumvirate has been rudely invaded 
in recent years, still there is a halo 
of legend and lere clinging about 
the three that are the heritage of 
no others, and we unconsciously as- 
sociate with them the great things 
of the gridiron. 

HARD TO DISPUTE. 

And with all the misadventures 
and uncertginties of advanced foot- 
ball, Harvifrd today stands forth 
a# a team whose claims to the cham- 
pionship of the East it is doubtful 
whether any eleven could success- 
fully digpute. 

Famous football teams have 
been seen here in years past, but 
Harvard, Yale and Princetor-fiways 

beyond ths realm of hope. 
The Tournament of Roses has suc- 
ceeded where others did not even 
think it worth while to attempt. 

The first invasion of the Coast 
as I recall was by the University of 
Chicaga The midway team, under 
the direction of Alonzo Stags. 
played two es with Stanford 
one in the north and the other here 
Chicago full-back, in its line-up, but 
Stanford defeated the easterners 12 
to 0 in Los Angeles. Stanford at 
that time was coached by Walter 
‘Camp, who had come West as @ 
football “missionary.” Several years 
elapsed. invasion 
Carlisle, then at its height, finally 
came West and won from Califor 
nia, 2 to 0, after a battle that was 
almost tragic in its Intensity. 

RAH FOR YOST! 

Later, “Hurry Up” Yost, brought 
-Michigan out and pitted it against 
Stanford, a team which he had pre- 
viously coached. It was a slaughter 
with Stanford serving as the chop- 
ping block. That year Stanford had 
Bob Slaker, the old University of 
Chicago full-back in its line-up, but 
Michigan with Heston and others 
was at its height this year, and 
probably the best football machine 
ever put together. 

This was followed by a long tull 
until the Touggament of Roses put 
| football on a big league basis. First 
'Rrown came and was defeated by 
Washington, after which Pennsyl- 
vania fell before Oregon. The event 
became one of nation-wide im- 
portance, and finally one of the 
Sbig three’ turned an attentive ear. 
Now comes Harvard with the cele- 
brated, one mighty matchies’ 
Casey. 

This New Year's event is not des- 
tined to become one of the football 
Classics of the country. 
it has already arrived.

In @ tire subjected to this abnor- 
mal strain the fabric is bound to 
give way, but it does not necessarily 
follow that the outer cover will be 
marred, especially if the object is 
smooth and blunt. 

FABRIC BREAKS. 

To better explain the point, if a 
tire under pressure should receive a 
hard blaw from’ a sledge-hammer 
the fabric would break in this man- 
ner, without leaving the slightest 
mark or indentation on the outside 
of the case. 

For your own curiosity take a piece 
of heavy rubber and with a hammer 
see how difficult it is to make an 
indentation in it. Sometimes a tire 
may be run weeks after the fabric is 
broken from the bruise before the 
blow-out occurs. It has even hap- 
pened in a garage with the car 
standing still. Sometimes the break 
will only exist In a few of the piles of 
fabric, which will pinch the inner 
tube, allowing the tire to deflate 
gradually. 

Tires should be inspected by a 
good repair man periodically. <A 
bruised tire can be successfully re- 
paired by removing the damaged 
fabric and rubberand revulcanizing. 
Motorists, themselves, should occa- 
sionally examine the inside of the 
casing to see if the fabric is rup-

, Beet pulp and molasses have 1n estab- 
lished value with stock feeders. Ai the 
present price of beet molasses. mony feed- 


ers are finding a molasses blend with hay 
or with pulp to be profitatie. It also fur 
nishes variety and stimulates appetite when 
fed in regulated amounts. 

An inexpensive pit silo may be made by 
scooping out a hole of suitable size to hold 
the beet tops. The bottom and sie of the 
sflo should be lined with straw before it is 
filled with the tops and the toys saouid bs 
firmly packed and covered with teet pulp 
or earth to exclude the air. 


ORY CORN SILAGE. 


- Many farmers have tried the experiment 
of cutting and packing into the silo corn 
which has d-ied in the shock, either with 
or without the ears, and some have found 
it good feed. But this silage, although bet- 
ter feed when put into the silo than if fed 
dry, is not as succulent as green corn silage, 
that is corn made into silage when the ear 
is well formed. Dry fodder requires more 
water, as much water as silage. If a ton of

Rations for Cows. 


It is about equal in feeding value to corn. 
Aay of the grain sorghums can be very 
well substituted in the ration for barley. 
This should always be ground. Wheat bran 
is a by-product from the manufacture of 
flour and has long held a prominent piace 
in dairy rations. It is high im protein with 
a goodly amount of carbohydrates and is 
rich in mineral matter. It is very palatabdie 
and deserves its popularity. Wheat mid. 
dilings is similar to bran, but is made up ot 
finer particles with some flour adfering. It) 
should not be fed alone. 

Beet is also quite popular among 


pulp 
dairymen and constitutes a very desirabie/ 


part of the ration. It can well be used when 
the cows are receiving large quantities of 
concentrates, as it lightens up the feed and 
makes it more readily digestible. It can 
also be used to advantage when no silage 
lor other form of succulence is to be had. 
ut meal is very palatable and has

It gives especially food re- 
sults in summer as it produces a fine 
quality of butter, causing the butter to 
stay firm in warm weather. If allowed to 
stand for a loug time in a warm place, it 
is inclined to get a bit rancid. Cottonseed 
meal is one of the cheapest sources of 
tein for the ration. It should be fed with 
care and probably not over two or three 
pounds per day should be fed except in 
rare instances About one pound per _— 
is usually sufficient. Cottonseed meal 
poisonous for hogs. 

Linseed meal makes an excellent addition 
to the ration, but is too high at present to 
warrant its use to any extent. 

There are some other feeds used from 
time to time buf the above mentioned are 
the more common ones. There is, however. 
another feed which should come into more 
universal use, and it is blackstrap, cane mo- 
lasses. The fact that it is not so handy 
to use as is the other feed is about its 
only disadvantage. It can be purchased 
for little more than one half the price of the 
various concentrates mentioned and may | 
be substituted for them pound for pound. 
It should hot, however, be substituted for 
more than half the other concentrates. It 
is very palatable and will ald in getting 
the cattle to clean up inferior foodstuffs.

Home 
cured olives, because of the care taken by 
the individual, who can control many re 
sults, including color, texture of flesh, and 
taste, are decidedly worth while. 

The qualities most desired in hone cured 
olives described below requires several 
calized near the surface, }.ght colored flesh, 

._ which is firm but tender, free pits, and a 
rich, mellow, olive favor. 

Tt has been sa’d that the way ~f curing 
olives, described below, requires several 
weeks, which is untrue, and that exposure 
to the air toughens the flesh and injures the 
flavor, which alsé hag not proven true in 
my experiments. If the flesh is tough it 
becomes mellow under processing and if the 
flavor is destroyed, it is by over exposure to 
lye, which is the fault of the person doing 
the work. and not the method. 

The first and most important step in olive 
curing is in the picking. If an olive is 
bruised the lye penetrates the bru’sed por 
tion faster than the sound portion and over 
exposes it, causing a soft spot which later 
decays. This spot fille with water ané 
forms a blister and when you note a Mister 
you will note where the olive has been 
bruised either in picking or by careless 
handling after picking. To overvome this 
we fill the vessel used half full of water and 
allow the olives to fall in the water instead 


of hitting the bottom. In picking be sure| 


to keep the different varieties sep@rated. 
After the olives are gathered thay must 
be assotted according to size, degree of 
ripeness and variety. You cannot cure 
and ripe olives together because the

6 olives showuid be stirrea often 
than Ofty-six grame of lye to tme galion i* 
used for the purpvse of shortening the proc- 
ess, one must be very caretul in watching 
the progress of the lye towards the seed, 
as it penetrates much quicker and will ruin 
the flavor and soften the tissues if allowed 
to remain on the olives after it has reachea 
the seed. : 

Some have suggested using boiled water 
but I have found the same results vith wa 
ter that was not boiled. Some sugges‘ 
using salt in the lye solution and adding 
lime but I consider both superfluous and 
have discarded all except the lye. 

After the lye has penetrated a little inte 
the flesh, which is determined by cutting 
the olive around with a sharp k.ife and 
slipping the end froni the seed an? noting 
the dark line, the lye is poured off and the 
olives are poured out and exposed to te alr. 
This direct exposure to the air darkens the 
olives and the darkening is evidentty due to 
the oxygen of the air. Phe olives are Kept 
stirred as much as possible to expose all 
the surface to the air. If they are not 
stirred they will be colored unevenly and 
those on top will shrivel. But most of the 
shriveled ones wil regain their p)umpness 
when placed back in the water. 

When the olives are colored, which takes 
from ten to twelve hours, they are returned 
to their respective jars and a new lye solu. 
tion, fifty-six grams to the gallon of water, 
is poured over them. They must be stirred 
often and the progress of the dark ring to- 
ward the seed watched carefully. Feel the 
water between the fingers and if the slick, 
lye feeling is not present, pour off and add 
a new solution. 

Just as the dark ring reaches the see4 
pour off the lye solution and pour on clear 
water. This water should be changed often, 
at least twice daily. The lye, having 4 
special affinity for water. will leave the 
olive, carrying with it the bitter olive taste. 

When all the tye is removed. which can 
be told by tasting the olfves, pour off the 
clear water and pour on salt water, pre} 
pared by adding fifty-six g:ams of table salt 
to the gallon of water. When this has stood 
about twelve hours pour off and add a sa- 


line solution of 112 grams to the gallon — 


water. The olives afe now ready 
processing. 

Fill your Mason jars or othere with the 
cured olives, setting aside any olives that 
are soft or bruised for immediate use. and 
fill up the jars with a saline solvtion pre 

pared by ddding 112 grams of table salt to 
gallon of bo'tled water. The ‘ats are 
now placed in the boiler, or thb, or a false 
bottom to prevent breaking: with the clear 
water outside up to the necks of the jar» 
and with the rubbers and tops on buat nor 
clamped down. Boil for thirty m‘nutes. we 
think the thirty minutes are necessary. Re- 
move the jars frem the boiler, clamp down 
the tops, and turn the jars upside down to 
see if they leak. If any leak the trouble 
must be corrected and the jar rebolled.

| THOUSANDS OF ACRES 
OF ALFALFA PLANTED 


Following the most prosperous year yet 
experienced, both the number and acreage 
of the State’s alfalfa farms have been in- 
creased this fall by extensive planting. 


Seeding of improved varieties of this popu- 
lar fodder was not confined to any particu- 
lar section, but the San Joaquin and Impe- 
rial valleys led im the increase of acreage. 
Reports from field agentg of the United 
States Bureau of Crop Estimates show that 
approximately 14,000 acres were planted to 
alfalfa in the San Joaquin Valley and 90v0 
acres in Imperial... There was a noticeable 
decrease in the acreage of alfalfa plowed 
up for the planting of truck crops, cotton 
and other crops. 

A census of the several counties this fali 
showed that in California there were about 
1,058,000 acres of alfalfa, and the averaz- 
proximate $145,000,000 at present figures. 
season, The value of this hay wou'd ap 
proximate $145,000,000 at present figures 
However, a large portion of the acreage 
Was pastured to stock. This method of dis- 
posing of the crop is more economical, but- 
the yield would be less than if it was cut 
for hay. 

For the purpose of collecting alfalfa acre- 
age and condition data, the Bureau of Crop 
Estimates divides the State into five zones. 
The San Joaquin Valley area, composed of 
eleven counties, led in acreage, with 
517,000 acres. Zone 5, consisting of rine 
Southern California counties, had 226,000 
acres; zone 2, composed of north-ce:atral 
counties, 177,000 acres; zone 1, composed 
of extreme northern counties, 109,000 ccres, 
and zone 3, made up of counties around Ser 
Francisco Bay, 29,000 acres.

‘SUMMARY OF TESTS 
OF MILKING MACHINES. 


At the Agricuftural periment Station, 
University of California, Berkeley, and else- 
where throughout the State, representatives 
of the University have conducted a series 
of tests of milking machines in order to de- 
termine their value to the dairy industry of 
the State. F. W. Woll summarizes the tests 
and observations in Bulletin No, 211, as 
follows: 

“The modern milking machine is a prac- 
tical and safe labor-saving device. This has 
been proved by the results of carefully- 
conducted experiments, and is also boruc 
out by the experiences of practical dairy 
farmers in all parts of the country during 
the past dozen years. 

“Failures with milking machines have 
been rather numerous in the past, from a 
variety of causes, chief among them being 
perhaps the fact that the owner did not 
fully understand the mechanics of the ma- 
chine, pr appreciate the necessity of care in 
operating and keeping them clean, or of fol- 
lowing up the milking machine promptty by 
careful stripping. Of late years, however, 
the failures have greatly decreased in num- 
bers as the machines have been further im- 


conditions for their successful operation are 
better understood. It is safe to say that the 
dairyman who buys a milking machine is 
now as much on trial himself as the ma- 
chine. The best remedy for failures in 
machine milking is to become thoroughly 
familiar with the machine adopted, its 
adaptation to individual cows, and the re- 
quirements for keeping it in a mechanically 
perfect and sanitary condition. 7 
“There are few dairies of over thirty 
cows in Australia and New Zealand that are 


smaller dairies in those countries are also 
ising milkine machines. Milking machine« 
have as yet not been as generally adopted 
in thig country. 

“The milking machine is an important aid 
in reducing the expenses of the dairy in 
these days of scarcity of labor. Properly 
operated, they do not injure the udders of 
cows, nor cause garget or other udder dis- 
eases. The best way to avoid troubles of 
this kind is to remove the machine as soon 
as no milk comes down, and to finish the 
milking by hand without unnecessary de- 
lay. Prompt and careful hand stripping is 
an important factor in machine milking, 
even though the machine used leaves only 
a small amount of milk to be stripped out. 

“In the selection of the particular make 
of machine, first cost, upkeep, nearness to 
a service agency, depreciation, simolicity 
and ease of cleaning should be considered. 
Any farmer with a fair decree of intelll- 
gence need not hesitate to install a milking 
machine if he keeps ¢wenty or more cows, 
and in many cases fit may prove advantag- 
eouk to adopt the machines in‘ dairies of

moad brand walnuts. That is the reason 
why the association is still selling its su® 
plus crop at the rate of several cars a day; 
while the independent shippers have ia 
most cases closed r houses and re 
fused to accept any more deliveries from 
their growers because they are unable te 
effect additional sales. 

This situation brings home the fact that 
the system of careful grading and inspec 
tion pays in the long run, and growers selk 
ing their walnuts outside are rapidly getting 
the association point of view. It now 
as if the association next year would be 
entrusted with the marketing of even a

“APPLE SEASON CLOSES. 
YUCAIPA. — All departments of the 
Yucaipa packing-house with the exception 
of the office have closed and the equipment, 
is now being put in shape for storage until 
next season, when it will be used again. 
The exact figures of the pack have not been 


fsecured, but it is known that more tian 


100,000 boxes of choice fruit and a consid- 
erable number of boxes of first-class culls 
were packed. These figures would have 
been exceeded but for the fact that rain 
and wind did so much damage that there 
was a greater number of culls than was 
ex There was no loss, however. as 
this fruit was sold in the open market for 
more per pound than is usually secured for 
the very choicest grade. Some difficulty 
has been experienced in getting cars with 
which to ship the fruit, but most of this 
was overcome through the efforts of the 
railroad company to move the fruit without 
loss. The directors, of the association are 
to meet in two weeks, and at that time the 
work of the season will be gone over thor- 
oughly and all criticism will be carefully 
canvassed to see whether better methods of 
handling the apples can be devised. It is 
believed that many valuable suggestions will 
be offered. 


HEAVY SHIPMENTS.

FORMER DRUGGIST NOW 
| A “PEANUT DAIRYMAN.” 


A peanut dairy. 

Yes. Such an institution now flourishes 
among the varied agricultural industries of 
the San Fernando Valley. 

It is conducted on the farm of A. 8S, Fes- 
senden, a “reformed” pharmacist, who re- 


he jumped the drug counter in New York 
and landed both feet first on a five-acre 
patch of cactus at Villa Vista, on the 
San Fernando road, near Roscoe. The 
Gothamite has transformed his patch of 
prickly pears so that passers-by hardly 
recognize the spot. 

He has a thriving young citrus grove, a 
home orchard and a vegetable garden that 
fills in the rows between the trees, but pea- 
nuts are his hobby, and he grows them to 
perfection. Cast him ashore on San 
Nicholas with a few peanuts to plant, and 
he will in a year serve guests with roast, 
bread, milk, cream and butter, all made 
out of peanuts. | 
And the cream actually rises on his pea- 
nut milk! He partially roasts peanuts and 
He mixes 
this flour with Owens River water, at the 
rate of three tablespoons to a quart of 
water, making an emulsion not to be dis- 
tinguished in appearance from milk. The 
milk, he says, is excellent for both beverage 
and cooking purposes, and the Fessendens 
aver—Mrs. Fessenden is as enthusiastic as 
her spouse over this product—that once one 
tastes peanut milk, the babit of peanut- 
milk drinking fastens like a tax collector 
on the tastes. He has an ever-widening 
clientele in this peanut-milk business. And 
his peanut butter and flour go into many 
a vegetarian diet and into peanut bread. . 
The “peanut dairyman” was advised by a 
| Virginia friend to plant peanuts after scan- 
ning his soil when he first bought the five 
acres: It was a light, sandy, gravelly soil 
which did not give much promise of humus. 
He believed if he could get peanuts started 
they would both yield him a crop and bet- 
ter his soil. They did both. 

His six acres of Virginia Bunch peanuts 
—he leased three extra acres this year— 
yielded more than four tons of peanuts, for 
which he was offered 12 cents a pound: 
but he will turn them into his “dairy” in- 
stead of selling them, and when they have 
dried sufficiently im these stacks he 
thershes them by drawing the bunches 
over a sort of gridiron, the goobers falling 
through into a hopper. They are then 
graded for size and sacked. 

While not engaged in “milking” his pea- 
nuts and skimniing peanut cream, Mr. 
Fessenden harvests fine (fruit, huge 
squashes and delectable garden truck. He 
alternates peanuts with vegetables between 
the rows of orange and deciduous fruit 
trees, and gets excellent crops by this meth- 
od. He plows under the peanut straw, thus 
further benefitting his soil.

SUPPLY GREEN FEED. 

A reasonable supply of fresh green feed is 
almost as necessary as grain for chicks if 
they are to develop properly.

ADVANTAGES OF SILO. 
Alfalfa is used as the base for practically 


‘all dairy rations and justly so. In this sec 


tion of the country there is no other feed 
that can take its place entirely :nd satisfac- 
torily. Einsilage should receive some very 
favorable comment also. Every dairyman 
should have a silo, or perhaps more, as 
there is no other one factor which will pro- 
duce a more economical or satirfactory 
part of the ration for the dairy cow. There 
are a number of advantages to be derived 
from feeding silage aside from the fact that 
it will increase the milk flow. Some :<t 
these advantages are as follows: 

(1.) It furnishes high quality succulence 
at all seasons and at little expense. 

(2.) Less nutrients are wasted by fer- 
mentation than by curing crops for nay.
